TO ONTARIO--GOES | DANCE HALL PERMIT 


TO JAIL This WEEK 


Still insisting that he is inho- 
cent, F. E. Alford, former ‘city man- 
ager of the city of Ontario, paid to 
the city $40,000.00 and this week 
leaves for San Quentin, where he 
will pay his debts to the state in 
penal servitude, his sentence being 
from two to twenty years. 

“J am doing this solely because 
it’s the easiest way and best—best 
for my wife and mother—out of a 
bad situation,” Alford declared. “I 
am innocent, I never stole.a dollar 
in my life.” 

By the sale of his two-story busi- 
ness block in Ontario to Fred Fal- 
lis, Ontario business man, for $85,- 
000, Alford raised the money with 
which to halt litigation begun by 
the city trustees the day after his 
indictment by the grand jury on 
graft charges nearly a year ago. 
In its complaint, in which the city 
virtually repeated the state’s accu- 
sations of Alford’s asserted thefts, 
the city asked the recovery of $40,- 
000. 

For forfeiting his appeal of his 
conviction, Alford was granted im- 
munity by Chief Deputy District

tion on indictments charging a con- 
spiracy to defraud the city out of 
nearly $35,000 in addition to the 
theft of $30,000. Alford was to have 
gone on trial Tuesday with John E. 
Huling, a Los Angeles business man, 
with whom he was jointly indicted. 


The Alford building is one of the 
most valuable in Ontario. It con- 
tains eight storerooms, 26 office 
suites and six apartments; was con- 
structed last year, and has a front- 
age on Euclid Avenue and C Street, 
in the center of the city’s business 
district. It was charged that Alford 
financed the erection of the building 
with graft money. e 

In the sale of the building, made 
possible by the city of Ontario lift- 
ing its attachment, W. J. Dozier, 
wealthy uncle of Alford, ‘and W. H. 
Halfpenny, Alford’s father-in-law, 
released mortgages of $15,000 pur- 
chased by Dozier from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Ontario and liens of 
$5,000 held by Halfpenny. 

The compromise also disposed of 
litigation, expected to require from 
three to four months, Attorneys 
Walter E. Byrne and M. O. Hert 
represented the city of Ontario, with 
Attorneys John L. Richardson of 
Los Angeles and Raymond E. Hodge 
of San Bernardino appearing for Al- 
ford. The compromise was signed 
late Friday afternoon, marking the 
conclusion of conferences continuing 


nearly a week. - 
Alford said his wife and child 
would be taken care of by his 


father-in-law, W. H. Halfpenny, of 
Ontario. “She has stood by me 
nobly,” he said. 

The F. E. Alford building on A 
Street in Ontario, worth probably 
$35,000, is not affected in the com- 
promise. It is recorded in Mrs. Al- 
ford’s name. Alford said the build- 
ing is heavily mortgaged, but he 
hoped that the rental would pay 
off his creditors.

$5,000 and $6,000 a mile, it is 
estimated. This figure is based 
on the actual cost of the 15-mile 
stretch from Amboy east, im- 
proved by the county under the 
bond issue. The cost ‘then was 
$3,000 a mile. The increase in 
labor and material would add be- 
tween $2,000 and $3,000 a mile. 

This road is in fine shape now 
and there has been no mainten- 
ance expense. 





Use of gravel on desert roads 
in Arizona has been a success and 
those favoring those  specifica- 
tions are urging the gravel for 
the road in this county. There 
is no local estimate on the cost 
of this type of road, although 
material would have to be hauled 
long distances. 

People of the desert are urging

THE AIM OF WORLD (MRS, CARPENTER S| 
ROAD TO BE OILED. VICTORIOUS WN SUIT 


With the approval of the engin- 
eering department of the State High- 
way Commission, project for the oil- 
ing of the Rim of the World high- 
way through .Waterman Canyon as 
far as Pinecrest will begin at once, 
it was announced yesterday. 

Money to provide for oiling has 
been raised among resort owners 
along the route. 


S. V. Cortelyou, assistant division 
engineer, inspected the work be- 
tween Pinecrest and Lake Arrow- 
head and approved it, and: immed- 
iately recagmmended the application 
for the permit for the oiling of the 
entire route. 


The oiling is for the purpose of 
laying dust, fuel oil being used. - 

The plan is to oil the road 
through Waterman Canyon and 
somewhat on the switchbacks, and 
then oil straight through from the 
summit of the switchbacks to Pine- 
crest. A short stretch through 
Horseshoe Bend has already ‘been 
oiled. 

Mr. Cortelyou was 
on his inspection trip by E. T. 
Ham, county surveyor, and L. A. 
Atwood of the Arrowhead Lake Com- 
pany. 

The oiling will be cheaper than 
sprinkling with water, it has been 
determined. To provide a _ water 
supply at the nécessary intervals 
would require much development 
work and pumping at various 
points. 

Oiling has been deecided upon as 
the most feasible means of laying 
the dust, which, with the rapidly 
increasing traffic, has become a sger- 
ious problem on all roads in’ the 
San Bernardino Mountains. 

Because the Rim of the World 
route is a state highway it was 
necessary to secure a permit from 
the’ State Highway Commission be- 
fore the work could be undertaken. 
The oiling from Lake Arrowhead to

It de- 
veloped at the hearing of the case 
Saturday that the mother had al- 
ready paid the Pomona doctor some- 
thing over $500 for earlier treatments 
to her daughter. 

Following the hearing, Judge 
Crane withheld judgment, and an- 
nounced his decision yesterday, 
which was to the effect that after 
careful consideration of the law and 
the evidence in the case he ruled 
that the plaintiff receive nothing 
and that he pay the costs of suit, 
amounting to $5.75. 

Mrs. Carpenter was represented in 
the action by Attorney Archie D. 
Mitchell, of Ontario, while Attorneys 
Frank Forrester and A. L. Hixson 
of Pomona appeared for the surgeon.

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Tertentenary Of A Great Book 
T is, perhaps, natural that the tercentenary of the publication 


in 1623, of what is known as the first folio, in which thirty- 

six of Shakespeare’s plays were primarily assembled in book 

form, should be the subject of wide discussion in the world 
of letters, at this time. Especially, is the commemoration of the 
publication fitting when it is considered that but for the labor of 
love in which John Heminges and Henry Condell combined, it is 
likely that not a few of the greatest masterpieces in English litera- 
ture might have been iost to posterity. The joint editors of the first 
folio were two of Shakespeare’s closest friends, managers of the 
great bard’s London theaters and fellow-actors with him in the Old 
Globe and Blackfriars’ companies. Both were remembered in 
Shakespeare’s will in the bequest of a memorial ring—not neces- 
sarily of gold, for Shakespeare has written: ‘‘Those friends thou 
hast and their adoption tried, grapple them to thy soul with hoops 
of steel.’’ It is that first folio whose publication, in its entirety, 
wholly disproves the many fantastic theories adduced by the Bacon- 
ian converts—one almost wrote, ‘‘perverts,’’ for their grotesquely- 
achieved ‘‘ciphers’’ indicate a perversion of mind hardly attribu- 
table to persons of normal poise. Doubtless, both Messrs, Heminges 
and Condell had often handled the original rhanuscripts of the plays 
in connection

and discussed with Shakespeare the stage ‘‘business 
with their presentation. If had existed in their minds the slightest 
doubt of the authenticity of the plays, be sure they would have dis- 
proved Shakespeare’s claims and exposed their falsity. But not 
alone his fellow-actors were certain of the authorship; his fellow- 
playwright, Ben Jonson, was similarly convinced of Shakespeare’s 
right to full credit for the plays contained in the first folio. Who 


can ever forget the lofty lines addressed by Jonson to Shakespeare, 
in the introduction to the folio, which, after affirming: 
While I confess thy writings to be such 
As neither man nor muse can praise too much, 
closes in this noble fashion: ‘ 
My Shakespeare, rise: I will not lodge thee by 
Chaucer or Spenser or bid Beaumont lie 
A little further to make thee a roome: 


Thou art a monument without a tombe, 
And art alive while thy booke doth live i

It is additional evidence, 'if it were needed, of the unsoundness 
of the Baconian theories. P robably, five hundred copies of the first 
folio were printed, of which about two hundred copies can he traced, 
many of them imperfect, however. In the Huntington library, at 
San Marino, is treasured one of the most perfect copies in existence, 
and a second in not quite.so good a condition. <A really choice copy 
of the first folio commands as much as $50,000. What other book, 
save the Bible, holds so eminent a place in the civilized world as the 
Shakespeare first folio?

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DELAY VERDICT ON 
| SHERIFFS OALARY 


Verdict in Sheriff Walter A. Shay’s 
salary fight was delayed yesterday 
when three justices of the California 
district court of appeals, sitting en 
bane at Los Angeles, ordered that 
the case be submitted on briefs. 

For nearly two hours, however, 
the issues in the sheriff's request 
for a writ of mandamus forcing Aud- 
iter Vincent L. Roth to draw his 
monthly salary warrant at the $300 
rate, was argued *before the state 
court. Virtually the same technical 
issues were heard in the superior 
court here last February, when the 
petition for a writ of mandamus was 
denied, were presented to Justices 
S. N. Conrey, Jesse W. Curtis and 
John Schenk, a Los Angeles superior 
court magistrate, sitting in the ap- 
pellate court by stipulation of the 
contesting attorneys. 

Attorneys Argue on Technicalities 

Representing Sheriff Shay was At- 
torney Fred A. Wilson of the law 
firm of Swing & Wilson. District 
Attorney George H. Johnson, the 
county’s legal advisor, who blocked 
the sheriff’s pay increase b¥ his deci- 
sion that a court must rule on its 
validity last January, contested the 
granting of the writ. Technically, 
the issue is whether a county officer 
is entitled to receive a salary  in- 
crease after the beginning of the 
term to which he is elected, the dis- 
trict attorney argued. Attorney Wil- 
son contended that the salary raise, 
provided in an amendment to the 
county charter, voted last November, 
became effective simultaneously with 
the sheriff taking oath of office and 
that he is entitled to receive the in- 
creased compensation. 

A decision is expected to be writ- 
ten by the appellate court justices 
within a few weeks. If the writ is 
again denied, it is possible that the 
issue will be carried bé@fore the 
California supreme court by Sheriff 
Shay.

FOR CROWDED JAIL 


After Genwonctie: the request of/{ 
the County Bar Association for the 
appointment of’ a public defender 
with the statement that lawyers 
were responsible for delayed justice 
and crowded jails, Attorney Byron 
Waters yesterday demanded “action” 
in the district attorney’s office. 

Shortly after his@tharge before the 
Bar Association’s conference that 
“Sf the jail is cluttered up with crim- 
inals who do not get a speedy trial, 
it is the fault of the bar alone,” 
Attorney Waters, dean of the bar, 
was appointed by Superior Judge 
Benjamin F. Warmer to defend Eras- 
mus Salazar, a Mexican youth, charg: 
er with burglary. 

Later in the day, Attorney Waters 
called at the district attorney’s oi- 
fice and, it was admitted in that of- 
fice, said: 

Demands Action on Youth’s Case 

“That boy has been in jail for 87 
days—I demand action.” 

In the afternoon, at Attorney 
Waters’ request, the accused youth 
was transferred to the juvenile court, 
where a hearing will be held next 
Monday before Juvenile Judge Frank 
Ba Daley. 

Jail records show that Salazar 
was admitted to the jail on March 
20. Chief Deputy District Attorney 
M. O. Hert said last night that a 
complaint was issued against Sala- 
zar on May 10, but added that he 
was not familiar with the case and 
could not explain the delay. Salazar 
was brought into court yesterday. 

The Bar Association met yesterday 
for the second time to decide if an- 
‘other request for the creation of an 
office of public defender, provided 
for under the state laws, should be 
presented to the Board of Super- 
visors. 

Again Opposes Bar Request 

Attorney Waters was on his feet 
to oppose the request. 

“The  supervisors—poor devils— 
have enough on their shoulders in 
attempting to reduce the tax rate 
without having the bar thrust an- 
other expense and obligation on 
them,” he said. 

“The bar does not need the of- 
fice of public defender. if the jail 
is cluttered up with criminals who 
do not get a speedy trial, I said 
once before and I say it again, that 
is the fault of the bar alone.” 

Attorney Waters was ready to 
prove by statistics his assertions, he 
declared. 

“T’'ve got my information from first- 
hand sources, as authoritative as 
possible, and connected with the 
county jail,” he continued. “It costs 
$10 a day to keep a prisoner in 
jail.” 

Committee on Request Named 
With only one vote—that of Mr. 
Waters—against the request for the 
appointment of a public defender, a 
committee was appointed by Frank 
Bates, president, to wait on the su-

The following .will be interesting 
to Upland people as Mr. Cadman was 
recently entertained here by Mr. and 
Mrs. E. C. Harwood and Mr. and 
Mrs. William Springer, and several 
local residents had the pleasure of 
meeting the famous composer while 
he was here, 

Charles Wakefield Cadman, émin- 
ent Américain opera and song com- 
poser, is composing a musical script 
for Goethe’s “Faust” (not Gounod’s 
opera story), simultaneously with the 
construction of the film script by 
Ferdinand Earle, the artist-director 
who will produce it. 

Barle thus rests faith in American 
talent for the difficult task of resur- 
recting the ancient Gregorian Chant 
music, which he considers the fitting 
atmospheric vehicle to accompany his 
screen version of the medieval phil- 
osophjcal drama. 

“Cadman’s numbers are being writ- 
ten into the script and the film will 
be directed with the structural re- 
quirements of the music in view,” 
declares Harle. 

“Prose Music’ 

“However, a distinctive experiment 
is to be tried whereby the tyranny 
of the 8 and 16 rythmic measure will 
be more or less avoided. A new 
type of musical composition more 
closely fitted to the requirements of 
the varying tempo of screen drama 
will be created.” 

“Prose music” is Ferdinand Earle’s 
name for the new type’of composi- 
tion.

orange crop is excellent at this writ- 
ing. June is More than two-thirds 
gone and the “June Drop” ‘is not as 
severe as usual, owing to the moder- 
ate weather that has prevailed during 
the last two months. The oranges on 
the navel trees are mostly as large as 
wainuts now, and while a few are 
turning yellow and dropping, it is 
evident that the Upland district, bar- 
ring future troubles, will have the 
largest crop in 1924 she has’had in 
many years. 

The same reports come from the 
other navel districts of the state, 
especially Riverside and the section 
between Upland and Pasadena, which 
grows a large number of navels. 

It % not «at.aii unlikely, judging 
from present indications, that the 
growers who have had large stacks of 
tree props stored away in their barns 
and sheds will have to get some of 
them out this coming ‘season. 

trowerg are pleased to see the 
bumper setting of fruit, although 
they realize that a large crop prob- 
ably means less in the way of prices. 
No one can tell what may happen to 
Florida fruit—-or to our own districts 
for that matter—between now and 
harvesting time next winter.

RELIC OF “DAYS OF GOLD” 








outlook for oncoming 








At last the agony of research is 
over, for the “oldest sawn shingle in 
California” has been found. It was 
seventy-four years old and came from 
an adobe dwelling, erected by the 
Arrellanes family, in 1849, on the 
Guadaloupe Rancho, near Santa 
Maria, Santa Barbara County. The} 
building, originally, had a thatched 
roof of tule, but this was burned by 
Jeneral Fremont’s soldiers, and then | 
replaced by redwood sawn shingles. | 
This relic of the “Days of Gold” was 
submitted by W. L. Smith, manager | 
of the Pacific Coast Coal Company 
of Santa Maria, who was awarded 
first prize in the state-wide contest 
conducted by Gus Russell, of the 
Santa Fe Lumber Company. The 
contest grew out of the fight to “save | 
the shingle,” at the election last No- 
vember. A. D. McKinnon, proprietor 
of the McKennon Lumber Yard of 
Hollister, won second prize. He sent 
in a redwood shingle from the Mce- 
Mahon home, in San Juan, San Ben- 
ito County. This house was built in} 
1852. McMahon married one of the 
Breen girls, a survivor of the Don- 
ner Lake tragedy, Many other anc- 
ient redwood shingles were in com- 
petition. Among these was one from 
the house of General Mariano G. Val- 
lejo, in Sonoma, It had been doing | 
duty since 1836, but was disqualified 
by the judges because it was a split 
shingle.

FRUIT GROWERS BUY. 
VAST TIMBER TRACT 


“Forty-three 








thousand acres of 


some of the finest Iumber in the 
north has recently been purchased 
by the Fruit Growers’ Supply Com- 
pany for the express purpose of box- 
ing the thousands of boxes of oranges 
and lemons shipped yearly from this 
vicinity,’ was one of the many in- 
teresting facts told by A. M. Paul, 
an officer of the Supply Company, at 
the annual Pomological Club picnic 
held Saturday at the C. S. Sheldon 
Minnetonka Ranch, west of Clare: 
mont. 

Mr. Paul told of the vast amount 
of work that is being done by this 
company, which is a branch of the 
Frutt Growers’ Exchange, for the 
good of the local growers. In the 
procuring of {his lumber land the 
subsidiary company has been enabled 


/to supply the material for the citrus 


shipping boxes at a lesser figure 
than they could be secured before the 
organization of the co-operative com- 
pany. He stated that the business of 
the company was to supply the 
every need of the growers of this 
vicinity and for them not to. hesi- 
tate in making their demands known 
The financial affairs, were reported 
in the best of condition with a fav- 
orable balance to show for the 
year’s work of the company. 

County Horticultural Commissioner 
Ryan, in his address, considered the 
problem of fumigation and spraying, 
discussing it from the grower’s angle 
as to its value and use. He dis- 
cussed principally the effect of cyan- 
ide fumigation and = spraying and 
strongly favored fumigation rather 
than spraying for the best results 
to be obtained. 

The third speech was given by 
Prof. H. S. Reed, of the Citrus Ex- 
periment Station at Riverside. His 
subject was concerned with the 
biology of this region in relation to 
the plant growth encountered by the 
growers in their citrus raising. The 
concluding feature of the elaborate 
program was a Pomona College quar- 
tet composed of Professors Bab- 
cock, Thompson and Bissel and E. 
D.. Shaw of Claremont, who offered 
three chosen selections. 

The meeting was a very successful 
one and marked the conclusion of the 
club’s activities until its next meet- 
ing to be held in September. Only 
sixty members were in attendance, 
the small number present being ac- 
counted for because of the ‘great 
amount of work which is now facing 
the growers. The basket lunch at 
noon proved one of the drawing 
ecards of the meeting with the grow- 
ers of the region bringing their own 
picnic lunches and sharing with their 
neighbors their prepared delicacies.

“Because the grower has come to 
the conclusion that the Washington 
navel and the valencia and Marsh 
seedless grapefruit are the accept- 
able varieties, they often wonder 
why we do work on varieties,” Dr. 
Webber said. ‘Largely as a mat- 
ter of protection,” answered Dr. 
Webber. “Some time a variety will 
be found to replace the present var- 
ieties,’ he continued. “We have 
not arrived at perfection yet. If 
we can improve on the standard 
varieties we should do There 
is always a necessity to study new

“The navel orange we may take 
as the superior orange, and yet 


the navel orange is a weak variety.

“It has 
a lower yield than the valencia, but 
is generally conceded to be an ex- 
ceptionally fine fruit.

“Wouldn’t it be a fine thing if 
we could develop a variety with all 
the fine qualities of the navel and 
valencias, and with the skin, color 
and stamina of the tangerine, re- 
sistant to disease? It has often 
been asked why we haven't a blood 
lemon like the blood orange. Then 
it would not be necessary to add 
annaline dope to color ‘citrus lemon- 
ade’. We trying’ out things of 
that kind. 

“We have about five thousand 
hybrids at our Riverside experiment- 
al plot about ready to produce. That 
is going to be the most interesting 
in California during the next 
years so far as citrus experi- 
are concerned.

SUN TO HIDE SELF 
ONGEPTEMBERIOTH 


One of the greatest celestial sights 
in many years will visit Southern 
California September 10, when in 
many places in the Southland a total 
eclipse of the sun will be visible, the 
first in Southern California since 
June 16, 1806, and the last one until 
August 12, 2045. Mars F. Baum- 
gardt, D.O.S., prominent Los An- 
geles optometrist, recently explained 
the phenomenon to the vast audience 
of The Times radio. 

The eyes of the scientific world 
will be riveted upon Southern Cali- 
fornia in consequence of the eclipse, 
Mr. Baumprdt said, and men of 
science( accustomed to travel to the 
remotest corners of the earth to wit- 
ness for a few minutes a celestial 
wonder of this kind will flock to this 
part of the country because of the 
ease of transportation. Auspicious 
climate conditions and the usually 
favorable circumstances under which 
the eclipse will be viewed here will 
also aid in drawing the men of 
scienee to Southern California, Mr. 





Baumgardt explained 

The fact that no other total eclipse } 
of the sun will be visible in this | 
part of the country for more than | 
122 vears will lend more than usual 
eneral interest to the phenomenon 
It is rare to say that few if any 
living here today will ever witness a 
similar spectacle during their stay in 
this mundane sphere. 

There are many records of panics 


caused among semi-civilized and sav- 
age peoples im many parts of the 
world when total eclipses of the sun 
have overshadowed the earth, making 
it as dark as night and bringing the 
stars into visibility. Of these, Mr. 
Baumgardt explained the effects 
which will be noticed by persons in 
various parts of the state. 

The points in Southern California 
where the eclipse will be total in- 
clude Point Conception, Santa Bar 
bara, Santa Cruz Island, Catalina Is- 
land and virtually all the channel is- 
lands, Cardiff, Del Mar, Point Loma 
and San Diego. 

At Los Angeles there will be a 99 
per cent eclipse at 1 p.m.

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BENT INTO FRUIT WOOD 





The principal “sucker” around an 


orange grove is the “sucker” who 
cuts the “suckers” off the trees—is 
the opinion of R. S. Thompson who 
grows Priscilla oranges over in East 
Highlands and banks a nifty balance 
from the sale of real oranges, every 
year. > 

And as a basis for this opinion 
R. S. refers to the 1,000 boxes of 
fine fruit which unpruned “suckers” 
returned him this year—which pro- 
duction paid his bill for fertilizer. 

The first piece of growth which 
the pruning shears usually remove 
from a tree is one of those light 
colored suckers which shoot up 
straight in the middle of the tree. 
But not the Thompson groves. 

These unpromising upstarts are 
not allowed to proceed on their up- 
ward and unproductive way but are 
carefully bent downward whiie still 
pliable and allowed to grow in con- 
formity with the general limb sys- 
tem of the tree. It is a curious and 
as yet unexplained fact that while if 
this stfcker growth is allowed to 
grow upwards through the tree it 
will not produce’ fruit, and, yet if 
bent downward will return heavy 
yields of exceptionally smooth fruit. 
It is about the one thing in citrus 
culture that Mr. Thompson cannot 
at least take a shot at theoretically 
—but in regards to the “why” of this 
sucker stunt he admits he knoweth 
nothing concerning said performance. 
Likewise not one of the many alpha- 
beted experts, who have _ inspected 
the grove can offer explanation of 
why a “sucker” when “going straight” 
is a useless drain on an orange tree 
and when it is “crooked” it is an in- 
dustrious little money earner. 

But in view of the convincing vis- 
ible evidence in the Thompson grove 
—there is considerable  substantia- 
tion to the statement of the owner, 





with the blooms of, the gage brush on 
the outskirts of the city offering fur- 
ther inducement, Upland is an ideal 
location for the apiarist and the city 
is rapidly gaining fame through the 
production of fine honey. Taking the 
lead in this industry is William Atch- 
ley, who has recently established an 
extensive plant for the packing of 
comb honey and the bottling of the 
strained article at Campus Avenue 
and A Street. 


On the main trans-continental line 
of the Santa Fe Railroad and an 
hour’s ride from Los Angeles or San 
Bernardino on the Pacific Electric 
Railroad or interurban bus lines, Up- 
land is easily accessible. It is fur- 
ther connected by paved motor high- 
ways ‘with all the principal cities 
and points of interest in Southern 
California, and it is doubtful if any 
community in the Southland has 
greater advantages to offer the home- 
seeker than this attractive foothill 
city.
